Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the committee. 

Communists subpoenaed as v/itnesses were guests of honor. 

“At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, v/ere mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation In an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. Hoi/ the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
v/as revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on septejnber 21, 195^* Jh's. HEALEY 
declared that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend v/ithout danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appear beforehand at openly 
Communist rallies without creating the jjipression that the party 
v/as conspiring with witnesses to withhold infoxmatlon from 
the committee.”

A source advised on May 11, 1964, that the 
premises of the First Unitarian Church of Los Angeles have 
been utilized for meetings by Communist Party members and 
sympathizers over a period of years. Speakers and 
lecturers at the church frequently espouse Communist causes 
or follow the Communist Party line. Communist front group 
literature Is distributed at the church. The church is used 
by some Communist Party members for "mass concentration" 
work. 


This same Infiltration extends to adjuncts of 
the church such as the Unitarian Public Forum and the 
Unitarian Universalis t Fellowship for Social Justice. 

STEPHEN H. FRITCHT^AN has been minister of the 
church since 1948.

A source advised on April 25, 1962, that 
Constitutional Liberties Information Center (CLIC) was 
formed in July, I 961 , In Los Angeles, California, as a 
Communist Party (CP) defense committee to combat the 
U.S. Supreme Court decisions of June 5, 1961, upholding 
the Internal Security Act of 1950 and the membership 
provisions of the Smith Act. Formation of a committee was 
announced at a CP meeting of the District Comiulttee, * 
Southern California District CP (SCDCP) on July 8 , 196I, 
by DOROTHY HEALEY, Chalrr.an, SCDCP. Officers of CLIC 
Include REUBEN W. BOROUGH, Chairman, and HUGH DE LACY, Vice

A third source advised on March 23, 1964, that CLIC

Lazarus Jewish Women's Clubs of Los Angeles (ELJWC of LA) 
are affiliated with the Emma Lazarus Federation of Jewish 
Women's Clubs with headquarters In New York, New York. The 
ELJWC of LA have been active from the early 1950'8 to the 
present time. Prior thereto the organization was known as 
the Emma Lazarus Division of the Jev/lsh People's Fraternal 
Order (JPFO).

The EUWC of LA Is controlled by officers who are 
either current members of the Southern California District, 
Coim.Tunlst Party (SCDCP) or who have had past affiliations 
with Communist Party dominated organizations.

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Th© Chicago Ccttjnittee to Defend the Bill of Rights (CCDBR) 
maintains headquarters in Suite 424, 431 South Dearborn Street, 

Chicago, Illinois. . . :> 

A source advised in July, 1960, that RICHARD CRILEY, then 
a member cf the Civil Liberties Commission, Communist Party iCP) of . ' 
Illinois, met with key leaders of the CP of Illinois and discussed 
with them the fact that the climate in the United States on civil 
liberties and civil rights issues had changed to the extent that it ^ - v 
was now possible to proceed to form a new organization with broad 
mass support. By doing sc, CRILEY believed that people who would ; 
not associate themselves with an organization ©f narrow scope would 
join a civil liberties and civil rights organization built around 
a broader issue such as the abolishment of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (HCUA). The CP leaders, after receiving : . 

assurance from CRILEY that any new organization that might evolve 
would protect the.Party interests, authorized CRILEY to proceed 
with his plan to iorra a broader organization. ' 

; . . A second source advised on October 31, 1960, that a new " ' 

organization known as the Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of 
Rights was formally launched in Chicago at a meeting on October 26, 

I960. The stated primary purpose of the new organization was to seek , 
the abolition of the HCUA, and RICHARD CRILEY was named as Its . 

Executive Secretary, after having been the guiding force In arranging 
the October 26, 1960, meeting- ^ -r’ 


The first source in October, 1960, advised that CRILEY . 
again attended a meeting of the Illinois District CP leadership on ;
